AGED   DECORAH   MAN    SAW   RE- 
MAINS OF   LINCOLN   IN 
COLUMBUS 

A.  L.  Abbey  of  West  Decorab, 
now  past  84  years  of  age,  one  of 
tlie  few  surviving  Civil  War  veter- 
ans of  tbis  county,  writes  us  tbe 
following  interesting  letter:

tbe  president  after  tbe  assassina-

I  I  beg  leave  to  say  tbat  I  was  a 
I  paroled  prisoner  at  Camp  Chase, 
I  Columbus, '  Obio,  when  tbe  presi- 
dent's remains  were  brought  there 
!  and  lay  in  state  at  the  Capitol, 
'dining  the  entire  day.  I,  with  three 
I  or  four  others,  was  detailed  to" 
take  charge  of  the  soldiers  who  ac- 
I  companied  the  remains,  standing 
guard  while  the  immense  crowd 
!  passed  to  view  the  martyred  pres- 
|  ident. 

The  funeral  train  passed  through 
many    places    on     its      way      from 
Washington,    and    lay    in    state     at 
J  different   towns. 

This  is  the  only  time  1  ever 
I  saw  the  president,  but  I  was  one 
|  who  answered  his  call  for  three 
i  hundred  thousand  or  more  men  in 
the    beginning   of    1SU2.

The  same  photographer  also  took 
a  fine  picture  of  the  two  coaches,  one 
containing  the  casket  of  the  martyred 

ture  a  vivid  portrayal  of  the  advance- 
ment in  railroad  coaches,  for  these 
two  wooden  affairs,  draped  in  mourn- 

lined  version  of  that  period.  These 
pictures  were  taken  here  10  days

He  still  upholds  the  art  of  fine 
engraving  and  engraves  many  of  the 
trophies  you  see  at  county  and  state 
fairs. 

"I  don't  remember  just  how  I 
happened  to  have  the  pictures,"  he 
told  me.  "They  have  been  on  the 
wall  for  many  years.  My  customers 
often  look  a  long  time  at  the  picture 
of  High  St  as  it  was  in  1865." 

The  one  building  that  has  changed 
but  very  little  since  then  is  the  one 
at  the  southeast  corner  of  State  and 
High.  For  many  years  it  was  the  lo- 
cation of  the  Baker  Art  Gallery.  The 
old  picture  may  have  been  taken  by 
this  firm  or  by  the  well  known  Mr. 
Elliott,  who  had  a  studio  across  the 
street. 

The  stone  arch  at  the  west  gate  of 
the  State  House  grounds  undoubtedly 
came  from  the  same  quarries  up  the 
Scioto  which  furnished 
the  State  House.  The  old  Neil  Tavern 
From  this  point  to  the  corner 


all  has  changed.  Some  of  the  build- 
ings may  be  the  same  shells  but  have 
modernized  fronts,  making  their 
identification  in  the  original  picture 
more   difficult. 

The  State  House  trees,  small  in  the 
original  picture,  are  now  large.  The 
McKinley  Monument,  of  course,  is 
not  in  its  accustomed  place  and  it 
was  to  be  a  long  time  before  William 
McKinley  would  also  be  a  martyred 
President.  Yet.  in  the  old  picture  Lin- 


coln's hearse,  with  its  while  horses
